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East Hendred, a small village in north-west Berkshire, 
was in former days a prosperous town engaged in the 
manufacture of cloth. It possesses an Early English 
church, restored and enlarged in 1861 , which, however, 
retains its old-world appearance and many relics of its 
past. The cottages and houses surrounding the church 
are of the delightful rural type which renders English 
scenery so attractive. 
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
